In 1013, he sald, he made a survey
showing that o four-minute delay oc-
carioned by  transfers resulted In a
decrease of 27 per cent in traffie,

He also declared that the turnbacks
on the elevated-subway mean a loss in
traffic to the lines connecting with it at
Hixty-ninth strect, as many pPARSONEErs
ure the steam trains or automobiles who
would use the subway-elevated but for
the interruption caused by the turn-
back.

The turnback system here saves only
three minutes each way Io the operation
of the trains, he said. The subway-
etevated, he sald, Is more profitable than
the surface lines, figures show, There-
fore, he declared, the I'. I, T, should
glve possengers on the subway-elevated
more conslderation than on  surface
lines,

In the logg run, Ford said, the turn-
bnck results in a fifinancial loss instead
of a saving. He said the turnback
sysitem ix all elght ot the proper points,
but that there is no excuse for it in
Philadelphia.

Belief Strong in London That
Note Tends to Relieve
Situation

BREAK FEARED, SAY PAPERS

By the Assoclated Press

London, Sept. 20 —Prime Minister
Lloyd George had before him today at
Gairloch, Scotland, the note of
Valera asking that he meet the Sinn
Feln delogates in a conference un-
trammeled by conditions,

The latest note exchanged between
the Prime Minister and Eamon de
Valera, sent vesterday by the Irisly
leader to I,lnyz{ George, did not, how-
ever, except possibly by implieation,
withdraw the offending paragraph of
the 8inn Fein note of September 12 in
which the saverelgnty of the Trish State
was asserted, nnd which led Lloyd
George to cnncel lis Invitation to a
aconference.

As viewed here the latest Trish note
was conciliatory in character, and it
seemed to place upon the Prime Min-
Ister the choice of holding a free con-
ference or insisting that Houthern Ire-
iand_formally express its alleglance to
the Britishi crown.

It was generaily belleved that the
note marked a step which would tend to
relleve the situation of some of the ten-
slon which developed late last week
and threatened to end, for o time at
least, any hope of an enrly settlement
of the Irish enntroversy.

The newspapers, however, disngree as
tn whether the note means a rupture or
a forward step toward a conferonce
looking to an Irish settlement., The
majority of the journals are still opti-
mistle,

The Pall Mall Gazette and Globe, for

example, uses the headline **A Rupture

Feared,'" while the Evening Standard

says '‘the door is not closed, but pessi-
sm prevails,'*

The Evening News, on the other
hand, speaks of “‘progress to Irish
peace ; De Valera clears the alp,"" while
the Westminater Gnzette headlines its
article ‘‘Position Not Seriously Wor-
sened,”’

The Prime Minister
